Recently we have been having 
a longer stretch of dismal, rainy 
w eather than the citizenry would 
order if they had it in their pow­ 
er to decide on such things.

I sit down to w rite this column 
the forecast is for some of that 
m iracle commodity called "sun­ 
shin e;“ and I am sure we all will 
have a redoubled appreciation of 
it when it arrives, following th at 
long train of dark, gray da^s. 
In an old third-grade reader 
which 
our 
household 
has 
in­ 
herited, published back in the 
18 60’s, there is a story about a 
little girl who woke up griping 
to herself because the day was 
rainy . 
“O dear!” she ex claimed, 
“it alway s rains when I w’an t to 
go any where. It is too bad! Now7 
I m ust stay in-doors, and I know 
I shall have a w'retched day .” 
But this home was fortun ate in 
having a wise old uncle around. 
He suggested to the little girl 
th at they m ake a little sunshine. 
"M ake sunshine!” said the lit­ 
tle girl half-way smiling through 
the tears th a t were being shed 
over 
her disappointm ent with 
the 
weather. 
"W hy 
how y ou 
talk! 
You haven ’t a sunshine 
factory , have y ou, uncle?” "No," 
he replied, "but I’m going to 
sta rt one directly if y ou will be 
my partn er. 
Let me give y ou 
the recipe for making sunshine, 
so th at y ou may judge w hether 
or not the business will succeed. 
First, do not think of w hat y ou 
might have done, if the day had 
been pleasan t; second, see how 
many pleasant things there are 
left 
to 
enjoy ; and, 
third, 
do 
all y ou can make other people 
happy .” 
W hat wise counsel shines in 
the old uncle’s words.

Then, too, whenever we con­ 
cen trate 
upon 
the 
unpleasant 
things wfe blind ourselves to the 
pleasant. No day is ever so gray 
that there is not some streak of 
sunlight in it. Which do we look 
for? 
T hat is w hat m atters! 
I 
have read about an old woman 
who had a barrel of apples. 
Every day she w'ent to the bar­ 
rel for a rotten apple. And every 
day she found one. 
The slow 
process of n ature’s deterioration 
supplied 
her 
demand. 
And 
w hether we concentrate on the 
pleasan t things, or on the un­ 
pleasan t—life will supply our de­ 
mand! 
And, finally , if cheering others 
up is one of the surest way s of 
■ brightening up our lives; then a 
cloudy , dismal day provides a 
far greater potential for personal 
happiness than a day when the 
sky is clear and the sunshine 
warm and beautiful. 
W hat that old uncle was sug­ 
gesting, really , is the enduring 
wisdom of giving, by God’s help, 
our creative best to every day as 
it comes. 
T hat will include the 
dismal day s as well as the bright. 
A heart has achieved a lofty 
eminence from which to view 
the challenging privilege of life 
when it honestly can say with 
the poet: 
“W hen God sorts out the w eath­

Then rain 's my choice.”

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ECONOMIC THREAT 
Fresh reports on the economy indicate 
that we hav e now recov ered nearly three- 
fourths of the ground lost in the sharp 
19 57 -58 recession. As economists and busi­ 
ness specialists are again pointing out, this 
decline was one of the steepest plunges in 
our history . But the really striking thing 
is that the upward climb seems to be ev en 
steeper“ and faster. 
When recov ery begins, the ex perts hav e 
to rub their ey es to make sure the signs 
are real. That time, howev er, is long since 
past in this particular swing of the cy cle. 
The fact is, according to the customary 
economic guideposts, that the current ad­ 
v ance is v irtually without comparison in 
U.S. history . 
Our so-called gross national product— 
sum of all goods and serv ices turned out in 
a y ear—is now at an annual rate of 450 
billion dollars. It leaped 11 billions in the 
past three months and is ex pected to rise 
another 10 billions by J an. 1. 
This means that from the pit of the re­ 
cession in April to J anuary , 19 59 , we will 
hav e built our producing economy back 
to a lev el 10 billion dollars higher than the 
19 57 peak, 25 billion abov e booming 19 55, 
and 6 8 billion abov e 19 52. Ev en after allow­ 
ing for inflation and population growth, this 
plainly represents an astonishing comeback. 
Unemploy ment still is high in some parts 
of the country . The growth of the poten­ 
tial labor force means we hav e to employ 
more people than ev er before to pull the 
unemploy ed total down. Nev ertheless, the 
speed of the upswing seems to reflect a bas­ 
ically remarkable economic health in the 
United States. Buy ers kept on buy ing at a 
substantial pace ev en in the worst period. 
And now are shelling out on a heav ier and 
heav ier basis. 
For all the cutbacks it made, business 
still kept on improv ing and ex panding its 
plant at the high pace of some 30 billion 
dollars a y ear. The administration refused 
to panic and did not resort to ex treme re­ 
cov ery dev ices like heav y public works 
w hich now might prov e an inflationary em­ 
barrassment. 
The deflation of business is ending. But 
it nev er did bring a deflation of prices. So, 
once again, as so often since World War 
II, it is inflation we must worry about. 
It has shown itself much more stubborn 
than recession.

Shingles—or as it should be known, herpes 
zoster—is an ex trem ely troublesome and painful 
disorder about which people inquire ev ery y ear. 
H erpes is caused by a v irus, one of the pecu­ 
liar features of which is that it cannot be distin­ 
guished from the v irus which causes chickenpox . 
Furthermore, there is a close relationship between 
these two disorders. 
A number of epidemics of chiCkenpox hav e 
arisen in people after contact with patients with 
herpes zoster. 
The rev erse is much less common. 
The British Medical Research Council has* re­ 
ported 20 outbreaks of chickenpox originating 
from herpes zoster in boarding schools for boy s 
during a fiv e-y ear period. 
Herpes shows itself by a painful, acute in­ 
flammation of the skin accompanied by character­ 
istic blisters. 
It inv olv es only that part of the 
skin which is reached by certain nerv es. It occurs 
on one side of the body only and is particularly 
frequent around the chest, just ov er and parallel 
to the ribs, and on the forehead, face and lower 
back and abdomen. 
The blisters (which appear sev eral day s after 
the pain starts) begin to open and dry up in a 
few day s and finally disappear altogether. 
In the y oung and middle-aged this usually ends 
the matter, but in older people sev ere neuralgic 
pains often last for months. 
In elderly people 
shingles may be a long-lasting affair, causing a 
great deal of suffering, tax ing the patience of the 
v ictim and presenting a truly difficult problem. 
Many kinds of treatm ent hav e been used for 
shingles with v ary ing success. 
Ex ternal treatm ent inv olv es the use of sooth- 
i ing preparations. 
X-ray treatm ents hav e v alue 
! in some. 
When herpes appears on thè forehead 
! it can mov e down into the ey e and this can be a 
most serious and painful complication. 
I 
The antibiotics (or some of them) may turn 
out to be of real v alue in treatm ent—-especially 
if giv en early in the course of the disease. 
Other 
methods, including injections, hav e their adv o­ 
cates. 
But in the majority recov ery occurs any ­ 
way , regardless of treatm ent. 
It has been suggested that more medical at­ 
tention be giv en to try ing to prev ent neuraligla in 
the elderly by perfecting measures to reduce the 
sev erity of the attack. 
Once this kind of pain has become established, 
I the v icious cy cle can sometimes be broken by 
relativ ely simple measures. 
One of 
these 
is 
blocking the pain-carry ing nerv es by injection. 
The earlier this is started the better the chances 
of obtaining relief. 
In some cases surgical procedures are neces­ 
sary . 
Ev en here more than one method may hav e 
to be tried before the desired relief is obtained.

THE NEED TO KNO 
A rov ing Wall Street J ournal reporter, 
seeking to learn the feelings and v iews of 
Midwestern Americans, recently stopped 
awhile in a small Ohio community . He was 
struck by a notable belief, among its citi­ 
zens, that they simply did not know enough. 
Indicting themselv es, and to some ex tent 
our society as a whole, these people were 
distressed with the insufficiencies in their 
education. 
The sy stem of “ specialized” college edu­ 
cation, in particular, was weighed in the 
balance and found wanting. As an ex ample, 
one man, pleased to be an engineer, ad­ 
mitted that his education had not prov ided 
him with the tools he needed for activ e 
citizenship in a democracy . 
It is difficult to know who or what is at 
fault in this all too prev alent condition. The 
time which can be allocated to formal 
schooling is limited. Concentrated study in 
the humanities as a prerequisite to profes­ 
sional or business school training might 
turn out better citizens, but it would not 
be practicable because of the additional 
time required. 
A partial answer could be a more ardent 
pursuit of adult education. Sealing the 
books closed when one leav es college is 
much too common in America. To assume 
that one’s education is complete at age 21 
or 25 is almost to write off the remaining 
40 y ears or so as static in this field. They 
need not be; they should not be. Democ­ 
racy cannot be v igorous, may not ev en sur­ 
v iv e, without activ e and understanding par­ 
ticipation by the .people.

The level of schooling com­ 
pleted by New York State resi­ 
dents has reached an all-time 
high, according to a report sub­ 
mitted today by Industrial Com­ 
missioner Isador Lubin. 
The report also showed a di­ 
rect relationship between edu­ 
cation and income. Last year 70 
per cent of men earning less than 
$2,000 a year had not completed 
high school; while of those men 
earning $7,000 or more, 97 per 
cent had at least gone through 
high school and 41 per cent had 
college degrees. 
The report on educational at­ 
tainment is the second in a series 
prepared by the New York State 
Interdepartmental Committee on 
low incomes. It is based on a 
special 
survey 
undertaken 
for 
the committee by the U. S. B u ­ 
reau Of the Census. 
“ The increase in the propor­ 
tion of young men who have 
completed 
a 
college 
education 
since 1950 has been spectacular,” 
Commissioner

of young 
men between the ages of 25 and 
34 who had completed college 
was 18 per cent— almost one in 
every five. In 1940 only 11 per 
cent had finished college and in 
1950, only 12 per cent.

Formula in 1945, and traces the 
phenomenal growth of adult stu­ 
dents in public schools from 167, 
159 in 1946 to 860.751 in 1957. "Con­ 
tinuous learning is basic in this 
atomic age,” it states. 
The folder was prepared by Mar­ 
got Gayle, a magazine writer and 
a vice-president of the council, to­ 
gether with members of both or­ 
ganizations, and is sent to can­ 
didates with a letter signed by Dr. 
Wilbur C. Hallenbeck, president of 
the council, and by Harrison Otis, 
president of the New York Asso­ 
ciation of Public School Adult Ed­ 
ucators.

ALBANY—More than 125 new 
drugs have been tested or are 
currently under study in New 
York S tate’s m ental hospitals, 
according to Dr. Paul H. Hoch, 
commissioner of m ental hy giene. 
Pio neered In New Yo rk 
A number already have been 
established as useful for special 
ty pes of m ental illness, Dr. Hoch 


indicated. New York S tate was 
the first to undertak e a large 
scale program with two of the 
drugs, chlorpromazine and reser- 
pine, in 1 9 5 5 , after a full y ear 
of careful testing. Today some 
40 ,0 0 0 of 
the 
state’s 
m ental 
hospital patients, or 
45 p er cent 
of the total population, are re ­ 
ceiving drug therap y as p art of 
their treatm ent. 
Since July 1 , 1 9 5 5 when it 
reached the peak of an ever as­ 
cending spiral, the population of 
the New York State m ental hos­ 
pitals has dropped by some 3 ,5 0 0 
patients. This reduction, achieved 


in the face of rising admissions, 
has

treatm ent 
programs 
utilizing 
new therapies. A m ajor factor 
in this changing picture was the 
introduction and increasing use 
of the tranq uilizing drugs.

Amendment Number 2— T he,p urp ose of this amendment is to 
prolong the period of public housing debt financing and increase total 
interest costs by extending the period of tem porary borrowing under 
bond anticipation notes from two to five y ears. 
Proposition Number 1— Approval of this would put the State $100 
million deeper in debt for public housing and urban renewal. 
How­ 
ever, only $25 million of this amount would be used for slum clear­ 
ance operations. 
Most of the amount, $75 million, would be used to 
expand the present socialized public housing program into a gigantic 
$9 60 million socialized housing empire. 
Proposition Number 2— This proposal is identical to Proposition 
Number 2 defeated by the voters in 1956. 
It provides additional state 
debt of $100 million to be loaned to build tax-exempt apartments for 
persons earning between $5,000 and $10,000 a y ear, and in some 
instances, even more than $10,000. 


Proposition Number 3— This proposal is conclusive proof that this 
State's already fantastic socialized housing program is only a drop in 
the buck et compared to what the public housers have planned for the 
future. 
This measure would permit the State to use $37.2 million a 
y ear of the taxpay ers’ money to subsidize public housing projects.

This slogan is being tied especially to the 
middle-income program although the Housing Division gives very little 
mention to the fact that only 10 per cent of the housing being built 
under the middle-income program “ is reserved for the aging.”
